t h a n , J Christian Scientists 
explain 
death, 
others, We trust th at we always have J sickness, pain, sin. 
Thus curiosity 
this attitude toward 
any 
criticism 
leveled against our public teachings. 
Wre are, therefore, fe in tin g the Gold­ 
en Rule laid down by the Lord, and 
acknowledged by all. 
The growth of 
Christian 
Science 
has astonished the world. 
Its teach­ 
ings seem to have appealed to a veby 
intelligent, well-to-do class of people, 
of considerable “backbone.” 
So far 
as we have conversed with them we 


led them into the metaphysical laby­ 
rinth which Mrs. Eddy had skilfully 
constructed. 
Having 
no 
intelligent 
knowledge of the Bible, they were 
just in condition to fall an easy prey 
to “Mother Eddy’s” errors, 
lf some 
of her definitions were fanciful, far­

Their realization of the cure 
brought them religion conviction as 
instead of the doubts 
and

m ents of their previous experiences. 
The aw akening to this conviction that 
there is a real pow*er outside of man, 
a supernatural power, aroused a re­ 
ligious sentim ent such as they had 
never known before. 
It seems to 
them that they havexs*arted a new 
life. 
The reason for this is that nominal 
Christianity is merely a form of god­ 
liness, without powder 
or 
conviction.

thing. 
In Italy, everybody is rated a 
C hristian—although amongst some of 
the Italians who come to our shores 
flourish works of the devil, such as 
the Black Hand, the Mafia, etc. 
Bewildered Christiandom. 
Additionally, 
a 
sincere 
class 
of 
Christian people nave, during the last 
fifty years, been in great perplexity 
because of the stupendous nonsense 
intermingled with Truth which was 
handed down to us from the Dark 
Ages. 
U nder the 
increasing 
light, 
thinking people have not been able to 
swallow some of the monstrous state­ 
m ents of the creeds a s readily as did 
their forefathers The persecution of 
b a p tists gave place

We 
hold that they are not, and will en­ 
deavor to show in what respects this 
is true. 
“Mother Eddy,” striving 
after 
a 
truth, declared that there is no pain, 
no -sickness, no sorrow', etc. 
The 
truth she was feeling after, but did 
not fully grasp, is that sin, sickness, 
sorrow, death, are abnormal condi­ 
tions. 
There could be none of these, 
except for the curse that came upon 
our race at the beginning, because of 
disloyalty to God. 
We

with 
Mrs. Eddy to the extent that these 
conditions are not designed by God 
to be everlasting.

few of 
them, surely, claim to be sanctified. 
Indeed, the 
sanctifying 
features of 
the truth they ignore or do not see 
We are not to think 
of 
church at­ 
tendance or of rejection of profanity, 
liquors, etc., as sanctification. 
The 
putting aw'av of the filfth of the flesh 
is indeed commendable, but Is only a 
prim ary step in the right direction. 
God is now* 
calling 
a 
sanctified 
class—a set apart people—whom He 
is testing under 
the 
promise “Be 
thou faithful unto death, 
and I will 
give thee a crown of life.” This does 
not signify faithfulness to a denomi­ 
nation or to a'cult, but faithfulness to 
the Lord, to the 
testimony 
of His 
Word, to the principles of righteous­ 
ness, to self-surrender 
to 
God, to 
walk in Jesus’ footsteps. 
We will not discuss at length the

there is any pain, etc. We quite agree

Why not place carpenters’ tools in 
the hands of the boy 
instead 
of a 
gun and encourage him to build bird 
houses? A bird house built and placed 
properly never fails to attract inter­ 
est and a tenant. 
The local Humane society has been

a cam­ 
paign of education to teach the value 
of birds through tilt offer of prizes 
to school children 
for the construc­ 
tion of attractive bird houses, which 
have all been placed in Libelty park,

the use of a stereopticon at the va­ 
rious schools on animal and bird pro­ 
tection. 
The only guarantee of 
safety for 
our feathered friends lies not in leg­ 
islation alone, but in the education aa 
well of the children

Col. M. V. Carroll Writes in Regard 
the •‘Clean-Up’* Campaign. 


“American cities and 
towns 
are 
largely of mushroom and accidental 
Growth and generally lacking in defin­ 
ite and 
carefully

design.” 
Such was a statem ent of 
a 
much- 
traveled expert in city planning who 
had traversed much of the world in 
quest of practical ideas. 
Citizens of the United States who 
have toured parts 
of 
Europe 
and 
closely observed as they wrent were 
impressed with the contrast between 
Hie cities and towns there 
and 
at 
home—well defined design and per­ 
manency being their striking char- 
lcteristics. 
City planning as a recognized bus­ 
iness is of recent origin in America. 
Less than seven years ago the first 
National conference on city planning 
was held, and its 
deliberations 
de­

A praiseworthy aim of a city, town 
or community would be to provide 
for the health and happiness of its 
people—men, women and children— 
thereby assuring a maximum of con­ 
tentm ent and efficiency. 
In a recent article on “The Lans- 
cape Architest as the Ally of the San­ 
itarian,” President Charles W. Eliot, 
of Harvard University, particularly- 
stressed the absolute 
necessity 
of 
recreation for all ages, classes and 
callings. 
Not only is careful sanita­ 
tion requisite to the b^st well-being, 
in the estimation of this noted educa­ 
tor, but he asserts that “the lands­ 
cape architect must learn how to pro­ 
vide the people of cities and tow-ns 
with 
out-door 
play- 
grounds 
and 
nurseries, in further amplification of 
the subject, President Eliot contends 
that “every 
large 
school 
building 
should have a large yard and these 
facilities should be utilized by the 
whole neighborhood outside of school 
hours. 
His arraignm ent of municipalities 
'hat ignore or neglect the recreation­ 
'll needs of their young people is se­ 
vere when he declares 
“no 
self-re­ 
specting city ought hereafter to com -jdalia—shine. 


pel its children to play in the gutter 
of narrow, sunless and dirty streets.” 
The foregoing preachment on avie 
m atters is preliminary to some ob­ 
servations on Sedalia’s coming clean­ 
up and paint-up campaign, that is to 
be conducted under the joint auspices 
of the ladies of Sorosis and our mu­ 
nicipal officials.
